The St. Louis Lottery Company Dies 


an Easy Death.

It Will Close its Offices To-Night, and 
Quit a Nefarious Business. 


A Few Facts Which Induced the Retirement— 
Statements of Interested Parties. 


The St. Louis Lottery Company, eftera pre- 
carious ex‘stence ot something like four 
mouths, wili wind up their affairs to-day and 
abandon the policy business forever. Just 
what induced the projector of the Academy of 
Music and Artschemeto arrive atso hasty a 
decision in the matter has not been given to the 
world, and the announcement of Col. 
George Babecck and J° ff. Chandler, attorneys 
for the lottery company, inthe Court of Crim- 
inal Correction this mornirg,that the company 
would immediately suspend operations, was a 
general surprike. There were seventeen of the 
lottery caces on the docket under a moiion for 
a new trial and in arre:t of 
judgment and the Couré was expected to 
pass upon those whentbe announcement was 
made by the counsel of the eo:spuny’s inten- 
ticn to quit the nefarious business.
